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Getting Down to Business 


For the first time in the history of 
the housing shortage in Edmonton, all 
agencies interested in that problem have 
got their feet under a tab.le As a result of 
that co-operative effort, they have come 
up with a logical and commendable plan. 


The only possible criticism is that the 
need for low-cost housing has been under- 
stressed, Some 400 housing units will not 
begin to satisfy the demand for accommo. 
dation of persons in the $135 to $200 
monthly wage bracket. 


The general construction program for 
1949, which was worked out jointly by the 
city commissioners, officers of the Ed- 
monton House Builders’ Association and a 
representative of Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, contemplates the ex- 
penditure of $25,000,000 on 3,000 housing 
units, 

Of these, 1,000 will be built under Na- 
tional Housing Act loans and 1,000 under 
the integrated housing plan. 

Tt is said that low-cost units may be 


purchased on down payments of $700 or 
$800. 

Two factors have contributed chiefly 
to the acute housing shortage in Edmon- 
ton. 

The first has been the failure in the 
past of all the agencies concerned to get 
together in a co-operative spirit. 

This joint effort is now being made. 
But many will wonder why, if all these 
parties can co-operate in 1948, they could 
not have co-operated just as easily in 
1942, 

The second factor contributing to the 
housing shortage has been the failure of 
the city to service a sufficient number 
of lots, 

Now the engineer's department reports 
that arrangements have been made to ser- 
vice 2,550 lots and to have 500 others ser- 
viced by outside contractors, 

- All this is a fine hopeful advance and 
it illustrates what city .officials can do 
when they get off the alibis and get down 
to business. 


Gross Libel on Alberta 


There is a rotund and genial gentle- 
man in Vancouver named Leo Sweeney 
who is passionately interested in tourists 
and barrels and who is perhaps the most 
fiery parochial patriot possessed by the 
whole Pacific Coast. 

Mr. Sweeney is what is known as a 
booster, He is a booster de luxe. He is a 
booster to end all boosters 

Consequently one expects from Mr, 
Sweeney a somewhat distorted view of the 
superiority of his native climate and a 
somewhat jaundiced view of other cli- 
mates. 

But Mr. Sweeney has gone too far. 

Tt seems that Vancouver, classically 
prone to climatic idiosyncracies, has em- 
erged from a period of sodden rain into a 
period of sleet and slushy snow. 


Seeking to define this unholy admix- 
ture of elements, Mr, Sweeney bursts into 
the public prints with this: 

“It’s something sinister,” said Mr. 
Sweeney, “a foreign substance sent over 
from Alberta.” 

Now the ignorance of Alberta weather 
demonstrated by Mr, Sweeney in this re- 
mark is both pitiable and profound. 

We have no such indeterminate precipi- 
tation in this province, 

When it rains it rains, And when it 
snows it snows. 

Moreover, according to the weather of- 
fice, all of our unpleasant weather moves 
in from the Pacific Coast. 

In a desperate effort to bolster up the 
myth that Vancouver weather is idyllic, 
Mr. Sweeney has resorted to libel. 


Faith in Jesus Christ 


Those who are critical of the Christian 
conception of Christmas, which includes 
a belief in the divinity of Christ and His 
reality as the true and only Son of God, 
point with considerable doubt to the fact 
that this belief must be based on faith. 


The higher critics, to say nothing of 
the genial humanists who are the pagans 
of the 20th century, pretend to have little 
use for any doctrine that stems'from faith. 


They demand facts. They demand 
proof. And they designate science as the 
only réality as science rests entirely, they 
say, upon provable fact.’ 

What these critics of Christian faith 
forget is that no science rests wholly on 
provable fact. 

Geometry, for instance, which is the 
most exact of all the sciences, starts with 
the axioms of Euclid which are unprov- 
able but which must be taken on trust be- 


fore progress can be made. 

One must believe, for instance, that a 
straight line is the shortest distance be- 
tween two points, a fact upon which Dr, 
Einstein has thrown some doubt. 

One must believe that if “two equal 
quantities are added to two equal quan- 
tities respectively, the sums will be equal. 

No one can prove it. But if you do 
not take it on faith, the whole science of 
geometry collapses. 

Why, then, do these logical minded 
people object when the Church asks its 
followers to‘ accept certain axioms on 
trust until their religious experience con- 
firms them? 

To the Christian the divinity of Christ 
is just as fundamental and clear as the 
postulates of Euclid are to the student of 
geometry. 

Without some faith, not one single 
thing on this earth could be believed.

It has great 
traditions of learning and cone 
tains many schools and colleges, 
Marco Polo enthused over its 
magnificence some 6% centuries 
ago, and the city then was in Its 
third millenium 

Peking was the national capital 
some 900 years but lost its stand- 
ing in the Nationalist revolution 
of 1911, It was the first capieal 
of the Republic but as the Na- 
tionalist movement grew with its 
focal point in the southern part 
of the country, the Peking govern- 
ment became ineffective and Nan- 
king was made capital 

In 1928 the name of Peking was 
changed to Peiping. As a mat- 
ter of fact Peiping has had some 
13 names in its long existence.

reduction in present income tax 
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Cuts in Income Taxes 
Hinted by St. Laurent 


OTTAWA, Dec, 18.—(CP)—Prime Minister St. Laur 
ent threw out Thursday night what capital observers took 
to be a hint at possible tax reductions in income tax rates 

Speaking on the CBC free-time

Much has been said on the problem of a new arena 

| for Edmonton in the past and much more probably will 
be said in the future, but teen-agers aren't people who 
worry much about the future, so, for this reason your 
teen sport reporter decided to find out what teen-agers 
think about this problem right now 

But why should teens worry themselves about such 
things, many people will ask. That question we'll try to 
answer. The teen-agers of today will be the clerks, en- 
gineers, doctors and even the hockey players of tomorrow, 
therefore the arena they'll sit in and play in is important 
to them, 

To find the teens’ opinion we asked various mem- 
bers of the younger set this stright-forward question 

“What is your opinion of the present Edmonton 
arena, regarding seating capacity, location and reserved 
seating arrangement?” 

The response was excellent and the answers express 
the teen-agers’ feelings very aptly. Here are a few of the 
answers 

“IL don’t like the arrangement one bit. For Edmon 
ton's size as a city the arena should be much larger and 

| more centrally located.’’—(B.M.) 

“T think the system of options is unfair, the same 
people (those lucky enough to get options) see the hockey 
games every time.’—(M.G.) 

“The arena should be larger and have a better lo- 
cation. Tickets shouldn’t be entirely by option. Calgary, 
with a much smaller arena, still offers some 600 reserved 
| Seats for sale every game. Edmonton could allow at least 
1,000.—(B.W.) 

“T have an option so the problem doesn’t worry me 
very much, however, with Edmonton growing as fast as 
it is, it should certainly have a larger arena. Although 
the option system assures the financial end of matters, 
the seats should not all be sold to option holders. Some 
| reserved seats should be set aside for the general pu- 
| lic. (B.B.) 
| There you have the teen-agers’ opinion of this im- 
portant question 

Spurred on by the response to our first queerie we 
decided to form another question and gather what an- 
swers we could, Our question this time came out of the 
recent rugby season, 

“Do you think that partakers in school sports (major 
sports) should be required to pay for their own injuries 
received in sports?” 

Answers to this were almost emphatically “NO.” 

“Who should pay then?’ was our natural question. 

Replies to this came quickly. 

“Since it is the students themselves who patronize 
these games, part of the receipts should be put into a fund 
to help pay for injuries,” said W.J.K. 

“Schools should be given an outright grant at the 
| start of each school term, which, supplemented by re- 
| ceipts from games, should be used for better equipment 

and to pay for injuries,” replied K.D. 
| “Only the very smallest of sport organizations make 
their players pay the costs of their injuries. Net profits 


from school sport should be divided equally among the 
schools to help pay injury bills and supply equipment,”
